Thank 7011 for your vary hind and interesting letter, and for 
seeing the points of view that I have tried to make with regard to 
"Ourselves". I will certainly keep my letter and make use of it 
some time , butiwait anyway until after rs Clement Parsons has 
published her paper on "Ourselves n * It Ight then he thought that 
the references to "iurselevs" were the result of a question raised 
by her paper. 

I have made no dictum as to University training. E - thin k 
many men and women it is a rare privilege and a most delightful 
experience, and I should certainly be very sorry to let any youth 
in whom I had an interest miss the opportunity of going to either 
Oxford or Cambridge, 1 should certainly not for one moment try to 
deter a suitable girl, also, from going to the University, but I 
am not at all sure that it is our business as disciples of litas 
Hasan to urge a University course generally after P~.tr .3., at 17, 

I know it has made an enormous difference to such girls as lianey 
Samuel and Dorothy Prescott, and certainly when I have the pleasure, 
as T had lr; t reek, of h&vin- ~velyn Plumptr© next to me, 
no doubt but that she was a suitable candidate and has had a most 
delightful experience at Cambridge. I know, too, that we are 
following out Miss Mason 1 © wish in making it possible for girls to 
take the C.S.C, with exemption, and go straight from the P.U.S, to 
the University, but it seems to me th t there is a much wider <kJc 
question that we ;.mst face as a Society, an! I know too thatiyour 
vdde outlook on life and your understanding of women's work 

•le must look at the education of women from all points of view. 
University education as the goal for most women is more fashionable 
than it ever was. the Universities are over-crowded , and the 
authorities are perplexed as to how to cope with the numbers of 
women and /keep a due report! on between the men and • *ome:i candidates. 

There is a still further question to be considered, and that 
is the after-life of such women. There is a comparatively small 
area in which such women can work,. The market for specialist 
teachers is greatly overstocked. The possibilities of research 
Vforic are confined to the few who reach the very top of the tree,
